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EDMONTON BULLETIN IS FOR IT 
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Vith the capital expenditures for the 
coming year authorized by the tax-payers 
on Monday, the new council will be able to 
get down promptly to the making of ar- 
rangements to carry out the various un- 
dertakings thus provided for as early as 
possible. There is, as the past two years 
have shown, a very substantial advantage 
in thus getting the year’s program in 
hand, tenders called, contracts let, materi- 
als secured, and all other preliminaries 
arranged during the winter months, in 
order that the season's operations may 
start as soon as weather conditions per- 
mit. 

There is this year an additional reason 
why prompt action is desirable, in the fact 
that unemployment is somewhat more 
general than a year ago. Any of the pro- 
jected work that can be done in winter 
should be got under way without delay; 
and all arrangements made that active 
construction generally may begin as soon 
as spring opens. Council should go over 
the improvement program with special at- 
tention to the possibility of thus opening 
up opportunities for employment in the 
slack season; as well as making every day 
count to the advantage of the wage-earner 
after spring arrives. 
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During the first nine months of the 
present year 48 new branches of char- 
tered banks were opened in the four west- 
ern provinces, Ten branches were closed 
during the same period, most of these at 
points where duplication had resulted from 
the amalgamations which have recentl 
taken place, leaving a net gain of 38 of- 
fices opened west of the great lakes. Of 
these, five are in Manitoba, seven in Sas- 
katchewan, 10 in Alberta, and 16 in Bri- 
tish Columbia. There were at the end of 
September 237 branch banks in Manitoba, 
{72 in Saskatchewan, 301 in Alberta, and 
212 in British Columbia. 

Quite evidently the process of amal- 
gamation which has been going on in 
Canada for many years has not resulted 
in stifling the enterprise of the banks in 
opening up new branches as settlement 
extends and development proceeds. A 
net gain of 38 new offices, opened in 
three-quarters of a season of diminished 
crop production, is not at all a bad show- 
It is doubtful if more branches 

would have been opened, or justified, if 
there had been twice as many chartered 
banks in existence. The evidence is that 
‘as new business centres arise and old 
ones expand they are promptly supplied 
with the needed banking facilities, 


ng. 


HOW “ARMED” CONVICTS? 


The ‘crime wave” in the United States 
has spread to the penitentiaries. In these 
commonly law-abiding institutions there 
have within recent months been three 
murderous outbreaks in which bands of 
armed convicts have fought pitched battles 
with the guards, Prison riots are not new 
in that country or elsewhere, but it sug- 
gests laxness at some point when a party 
of imprisoned criminals thus secure wea- 
pons, transform themselves into a mili- 
tary force, and set authority at defiance 
in the confident belief that they can shoot 
their way to freedom and resume their 
congenial occupation of preying upon the 
public. 

“Prison reform” in the republic is like- 
ly to take a new direction as a result of 
these developments. Our neighbors have 
rather prided themselves that they were 
leading the world in making prison life 
pleasant for unfortunate gentlemen who 


ran afoul of the law. The institution at 
Auburn, where the latest rebellion oc- 
curred, has been represented as being 


run on the lines of a free hotel rather than 
a place of punishment, where moving pic- 
tures and other forms of entertainment 
were provided to help the lonely guests 
wile away the tiresome hours, Criminals, 
it seems likely, will hereafter be treated 
there and in other U. S.'prisons more as 
_though they really are criminals. 


PRESERVE THE PARKS 


The transfer of the natural resources 
to the province is held up, according to re- 
port, by negotiations as to the control and 
development of the coal deposits which 
ure located in the national parks lying 
within Alberta. These parks comprise a 
total area of some 5,000,000 acres, and in 
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some of them are extensive and valuable 
coal reserves. The parks are to remain 
the property of the Dominion, while coal 
is one of the resources to be turned over 
to provincial control. Whether the coal 
within the parks is to be developed, and 
under the regulation of which government, 
is said to be the point under discussion. 
However that matter is settled, it is to 
be hoped that the value of the national 
parks will not be treated as secondary to 
that of the coal deposits which lie within 
them. It is no misfortune to Alberta that 
so large en area is set aside for park pur- 
poses. On the contrary, these resorts now 
produce u yearly “crop” of tourist money 
which swells the gross revenue of the peo- 
ple of the province by a larger sum than 


would be at all likely to be secured at pre- | 


sent through the mining of the under- 
lying coal. This annual yield will grow as 
the parks become better known, Any 
icy which would encourage the develop- 
ment of the coal at the expense of deplet- 
ing the scenic attractions of the parks 
would be folly.

Civilization, as Will Durant recently suggested, 
has usually passed through three major phases: 

First, the phase of conquest. 

Ancient Greece passed through this phase of 
conquest in the great Age of Agamemnon, Modern 
America passed through this phase of conquest when 
the pioneers swung their swords against the Indians 
and settled the continent, 

Second, the phase of commerce. 

Ancient Greece passed through this phase of com- 
merce or development in the great Age of Solon. 
Modern America has for some years been in the midst 
of this commercial-industria] phase, elaborating the 
instruments and institutions of our machine economy. 

Third, the phase of culture. 

Ancient Greece passed into this phase of culture in 
the great Age of Pericles Modern America is on the 
threshold of this phase of culture, which in ancient 
Greece meant the era of temple building, of great 
sculpture, and deathless literature 

America has the surplus wealth, which is the soil 
of lelsure, which, in turn, is the soil of culture. As in 
the case of other lands in which a flowering-time of 
the human spirit burst, America is the meeting-place 
of diverse races in which there ts bound to be @ 
frultful cross-fertilization of ideas and tempers— 
whatever the ultimate biological outcome may be.

Crime is largely a problem of youth 
Save the young offender, and the big 
ger part of the problem 1s solved 
The juvenile court, dominated bj 
psychological methods, is an insur- 
ance against crime. The criminal ip 
the making is not to be branded, bu* 
guided. Scarlet letters are out o 
keeping with the spirit of the times 
Thre is no Utopia around the cor 
ner; crime like poverty so closely as- 
sociated with it, we shall always have 
with us. But once the idea ts a com 
monplace, that crime is an expression 
of human failing, to be treated as 
ev igihaey sony dy as any other tratt 
that makes {t human to err, we shal! 
be on the right path to reduce the 
menace of crime to manageable pro- 
portions. 

Crime is a problem in keeping the 
tempted human fit to withstand 
temptation.

When the baby begins to turn his 

eyes in and stare at the end of his 


head and stare backward at the wall 
behind him with his eyes all which 
way, don't fly to the conclusion that 
he is doomed to be cross-eyed for life. 
It just means that along with all the 
rest of his weak members his eyes 
haven't acquired their full strength 
| and looking cross-eyed is just an indi- 
cation of their early inability to co- 
ordinate, 
| Up to about three months of age 
| (sometimes longer) it is more than 
probable that when baby turns his 
' eyes in certain directions they will go 
| slightly askew. his terrifies his 
mother, who feels that something 
should be done about it immediately. 
If she will just have patience the eyes 
will straighten themselves, She will 
find them going astray less and less 
until the baby will have no more 
difficulty co-ordinating them than has 
an adult. If baby is cross-eyed all of 
the time, then there is a congenital 
condition that will have to be righted 
when the baby is old enough to wear 
glasses. An oculist must decide when 
that time has arrived. 
Spare Baby Eye Strain 

Obviously we don’t want to put un- 
due strain on any baby’s eyes. We 
don’t want to let him sit staring into 
the sun, or spending most of his time 
in @ sunny room with white walls, 
Either would be a strain on an adult's 
eyes.
